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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims as they stand are maintained to be 
properly rejected over the combination of references for the reasons as stated. Becker et al.'s disclosure of slots or depressions on the 
surfaces of formed polyurethane articles is sufficient in remedying the deficiencies of Lee et al. in arriving at the products as claimed. The 
differences between the "at least two types of depressions that differ in at least one dimension" are not defined with any specificity to 
distinguish over the natural imperfections discussed in the final Office action. 
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
